EXCLUSION. 

The Geary Chinese Aet to Be 
Strictly Enforced. 



Chinese Laborers Who Fail to Register 
to Be LVported. 



Washington, April 10.— There Is con- 
siderable work ahead for the treasury 
department If it Intends to enforce to 
the letter the Geary Chinese exclusion 
act, which provides for the deportation 
of those Chinese laborers now here who 
fail to register and show their right to 
be in the United States within one year 
from the passage of the act. May 5 is 
the last day, nocordlntj so the act, when 
Chinese laborers may register. 

Chinamen are slow to avail thei 
selves of the opportuity afforded them 
to take out certificates of registration, 
and the latest advloea received at the 
treasury department indicate that not 
more than a few thousand of the hun- 
dred or mors thousand believed to be 
in the United States have taken the 
necessary steps. The department has 
not, however, taken any action antici- 
patory of the probable failure of the 
Chinese to register, and in this, like In 
other matters, Is "not crossing any 
bridge before it is reached." 

Indeed, it appears doubtful if any- 
thing will be done before the date 
above named, and It is likely that ac- 
tion may be deferred until the case that 
Is to be brought in a New York court 
to test the constitutionality of the act 
Is decided. < 

The department yielded several

It teUs of broken agree- 
" I part of the World's fair 
numerous other griev- 
ances. Will the laboring men at the 
park quit work at the command of the 
officers of their unions? This is tbe 
important question. Managers of the 
World's fair do not believe they will, 
the men are satisfied with the wages 
paid by contractors. They are making 
more money than at any time in the 
history of their organizations, and with 
few exceptions they are satisfied with 
the present situation. 

A general strike of union laborers at 
the fair now would result in one of two 
things— either the exposition managers 
would be compelled to liend to the 
terms of trades unions, no matter how 
unreasonable the terms might be, or 
they would be forced to open the fair 
in a ragged and incomplete condition.
